City Council Chamber Crowded To 


Overflowing; Fully One 


Petition, Demanding Police Investigation, Is 
Referred to Commissioner Booth and Health 
and Safety Committee — Resolution, of 
Which Notice Is Given, Suggests That 
R.N. W.M.P. Take Over Control of Police 
—Mayor Threatens to Clear the Chamber 


During Session. 


Although the council last night, by the deciding vote of Mayor 
MeNamara, refused to grant a judicial investigation of the police 
department, the matter is not yet finally disposed of, as by a vote 
of six to five, a petition signed by many leading citizens of the city 
was referred to the committee on health and safety and Commis- 


sioner Booth to bring in a recommendation to the council on what 


course it would be best to pursue. 


Judging by expressions af opinion from some of the aldermen 
who opposed the immediate granting of the investigation, st appears 
certain that a judicial investigation into the opergtion of the police 
department and into the charges made against it recently, will be 
ordered by the council, probably at its meeting next Tuesday even- 
ing. 

One Thousand Unable to Enter 

Attracted by the prospect of police matters coming largely 
before the council last night, fully five hundred mea and women 
filled the council chamber, overflowed into the hall and down the 
stairs on to the second floor, while it is estimated that at least one 
thousand people were unable to get anywhere near the council 
chamber and left the building. Tne large number of women pres- 
ent was a novel feature. There were fully fifty women seattered 
throughout the room, among these being Mrs. James East and Mrs. 
G. H, May, who were interested spectators. 

Threatened to Clear Room 

The only excitement at last night’s meeting was provided by 
the crowd itself, which for a while early in the evening threatened 
to become unruly. City Clerk Cox began the reading of the min- 
utes, but shouts and cries in the hallway and around the door of 
the council chamber interrupted him ,and Mayor MeNamara used 
his new gavel for the first time. The thud of the hammer did not 
produce any results, however, and the mayor ordered the door of 
the council room closed, and told the crowd that unless there was 
order he would have to have the room cleared. 

Mayor MeNamara foreed his way out into the hall to argue 
with the crowd, but came back so.newhat rumpled and defeated. He 
and Commissioner Booth consulted together and it looked as 
though they were going to get po.ice officers to clear the building, 
but in a few minutes the crowd got the door closed and quietness 
descended once more. The interruption lasted just fifteen minutes. 

Turn City Police Over to R.N.W.M.P. 

Another feature of the evening, this time near the close of the 
meeting, was the notice of motion given by Alderman Calder and 
seconded by Ald. Douglas in which he asks that the city’s police 
force be turned over to the mounted police, [is motion read: 

“That the honorable, the attorney-general of the province bo 
asked to provide that the police force of the city of Edmonton 
shall bo placed under the authori.y of and adminstered by the 
Royal North West Mounted Police and by a special commissioner to 
be chosen for the purpose by the Licutenant-Governor in council.’

“Generally speaking, however, I 
feel I am safe in stating that for a 
city the size of Edmonton, the rogu- 
lation of our electric current to our 
consumers will compare very favor- 
ably with that of any other city in 
Western Canada; and we are en- 
deavoring in all cases, where finan- 
cial considerations will warrant, to 
keep our regulation as close to the 
prescribed limit as possibile.”

REPORT ON THE SANITARY 
CONDITIONS IN L.W.W. HALL 


Following the instructions of the 
council last week, the city’s sanitary 
inspector visited the 1,.W.W. hall om 
Fraser avenue where unemployed 
imen have been sleeping. He reported: 

“I interviewed the secretary, who 
informed me that there had been over 


one hundred and fifty men sleeping 
there the previous night. 

“Inspector and myself visited the 
premises at 10 am. yesterday and 
took the measurements of the build- 
ing for air space. We found that 
there was 28,605.4 cubic feet of air 
space, This would accommodate 95 
persons if the hall was properly venti- 
lated. The only ventilation provided 
is by two air shafts in the ceiling 
which do not appear to be adequate 
for the purpose, and in any case they 
are not always kept open. The w.c. 
and sink are on the north side of the 
hall and boxed off, dark and unventi- 
lated, and in «a filthy condition, Ow- 
ing to the large number of men at- 
tending the meetings during the day 
and sleeping there at night, it is im- 
Possible to keep the place in anything 
iike @ sanitary condition, 

“I visited the premises at 10 p.m, 
Monday night and found about fit- 
teen men there. The secretary in- 
formed me that there would only be 
about three men stopping there dur- 
ing the night. 

“I gave verbal instructions to the 
secretary to have the partition around 
the sink carried up to the ceiling, and 
light and ventilation provided, and he 
stated that he would take steps to 
have the hall cleaned up.”
